He says ho 
don't know why he took it, and now he 
realizes tho improbability of being taken 
from bis bed, as related.

More New Terms. 

For a day or two prior to tbe issue 
of tlie proclamation dissolving the 
House and the writs calling the new 
election, a rumor prevailed in a 
cqrtiviu quarter tliat negotiations bad 
been opened by the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments for a recast 
of the new terms on a basis kid down 
by Ui: Blake. This startling rumor 
elid Dot fail to create an uneasy feeling 
ill the circlo where it wiis first lieard, 
ami the appoaranco of tho proclama- 
tion tukled weight to the report. Ou 
Satiii-aay last additional force was 
given to the rumor by a certain cir- 
ouuiHtaiu-e which we are not at Uberty 
to state at proaeut, and it waH doeincd 
iidviBiiblG. in the iutorost of tho Pro- 
viuco iu gonond, and of Victoria. yanaimu 
(iinl Esquimau in parliailar, that a certain 
question should ho asked Mr. Beavou 
lit tho meeting. The question was 
this: "Have any now tonus been pro- 
posed to the Government by Canada?" 
Mr. Beaven was observed to chanyo 
culoi- immediately. In the laiigua-e 
of the P. 11. bo was knocked oil' Ins 
pins for a moment, and then partially 
recovering himself gave utterance to 
the following remarkable and confirm- 
atory answer: 

"The (lovernment have NOT YET re- 
ceived auv dispatches with roapect to now 
terms; but "tho contents of CERTAIN 
DISPATCHER ivill depend very inueh on 
the result of the gouoriil election." 
' Wg would ask the reader to weiiih 
■well this answer. "Not yet" siguilios 
that dispatches re.'^pecting new terms 
are expected (probably foreshadowed 
by telegi-aph); and the allusion to "the 
contents of certain dispatches" proves 
that Mr. Beaven is aware of the exis- 
tence of "certain dispatches" the con- 
tents of which depend on the result 
of the general election. Later in the 
evening he was asked if any negotia- 
tions ax^ going on, and be replied 
with the avidity of a drowning man 
catching at a straw. No. In one answer, 
observe, the acknowledgment is made 
that "certain dispatches" have an ex- 
istence; and in the other it is denied 
■tbatany negotiations are going on. To 
a careless reader or listener the an- 
swers seem conflicting; but, in reality, 
both are reconcilable. To the question 
whether any new terms have been propos- 
ed the answer we are bound to accept as 
a reluctant affirmative. To the qiiestion 
whether any negotiations have been en- 
tered into the answer is in the negative; 
because the word "negotiation" signifioa 
li diacusaion or consideration. The Local 
(iovernmont refused to "negotiate" with 
>Ir. Edgar; tlierofore, there n-ore no nu- 
gotiiitions. But they received an ofTor to 
uegotiaio from Mr. Edgar, all tho Banio. 
N'uw, there in reason to believe that, a pro- 
pobitiou has been made to the Local Gov 
ernment by Canada for a recast of the 
new terms. If any doubt existed in tho 
public mind on that head, Hr. Beaven'a 
first answer must have instantly removed 
—that doubt. Now.the country has a right 
know the nature of Canada's new de- 
mand. They have a right to know who- 
tlier tho ( iovorniuent have (jiitcitaincd or 
refused to entertain that demand. They 
are entitled to be informed whether 
the eleotiouB were not hastened on for 
fear the propoBitiou of Canada sliould bo- 
eomo public before the writs had hcLMi is- 
Hued and the Govornment'.s pronpe<;t of 
tlie rutention of power damaged irretriev- 
ably. Tliey have un undoubted right to 
b:i informed M'hether tho abaao of Cana- 
da is real or sininlated; and finally, over, 
above and beyond all, they sliould he iu- 
formod whether tho country is .so thor- 
oughly involved in (Canada's debt that she 
has 08 little prospect of over goltiug out 
npjain as the ajiocryphal cat in tlio infer- 
ual logioiip, witliout claws. Wo have over 
and over again warned this Government 
against lonching a penny of Canada's 
money until Canada showed an earnest 
disposition to fulfil her treaty obligatiouK. 
In the face of these warnings our Govern- 
meut have borrowed Urge sums from the 
Dominion, and now conius (whut wo liavo 
111 ways feared would eome)freHh demands 
for further concessions. Tho exact na- 
Uive. of these deniiinds wo are not enabled 
to ttiito; but irom the fact that tho elee- 
tious ha/o boon precipitated with an in- 
deount baste amountingalmoattoapnnic, 
it would seem to indicate that the Gov 
ernment having horrowiMl money from tho 
Dominion, anil iiaving jjlaced tho Pro- 
vince in a most dangorous position are 
nowauxiouH to iiavo tho elections over 
heforo tho gravity of their mistakes 
becomes too apparent to bo longer con- 
cealed . 

Mr MoCreiglit 

lioforo leaving for Nanaimo Jilr. IMo- 
Orcighl was requested by a (U)i)ntatioii of 
oleotor.s to allow his namu to ho !)iit in 
nomination for tho City. He emphati- 
Cidly declined in those words: "If I were 
elected by aoolumatiou I would not take 
the seat." Judge, thou, tho surprise of 
his many friends, yesterday, to Joarn 
through llie medium of an ad vindiseiuont 
til both city papers that "Mr. MoCroigbt 
would be a candidate." Wo bove no hes- 
itation in douounoing tho odvertisoment 
as II fraud, one that tiio gontleman 
(who is now uhaent) will not ho slow to 
roHunt in a proper way, Wo defy the 
men who aro putfiug Mi'. MeCreight for- 
• 'ward to produce a letter, a lino, a single 
ticratoh of a pen from him that goes to

ccodiiigly small pro])ortion are women or 
children, and a very large proportion are 
voters. That this "rohl" of the Province 
ha.s a supremo eo;itemi)t for Victoria's agi- 
tators; that they are hsnost toilers of tho 
luino, or of tho soil; that tlioy appreciate 
the advantages of Confederation, and

Porhajis then, einco this unfortunate 
haliit of justing may keep alike capital 
ami iinniigriints from tho I'rovinco, it 
would be Well to allow all who ]iractico 
it to do so m a private rather than un of- 
licial cajiacity, and for the sake of seeing 
tho blast furnace converting our iron in- 
to wealth, the sturdy farmer with his wife 
and children filling up tho Waste places, 
to cease from talking nonsense and bo- 
ooine serious. 

Let ov<iry man before ho records his 
vote rellect for a moment that the fran- 
chise is a reaponsiblo trust. That but for 
tho euornious sums of Dominion money 
spent and being spent the stagnation of 
affairs here would bo complete;thatbntfor 
Dominion subsidies tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment would bo bankrupt; that unless 
by Canada it is certain no railway at all 
will bo built; that the ox])orhitory surveys 
aro nbont linished, tho couatruetion sur- 
veys begun, both ou tho Mainland at 
Teta Jauiie Cache, and on the Island; that 
live vessels laden with steel rails ore on 
their way, (surely evidence sufficient for 
any r(>asonable man of tho bona (ido in- 
tent to biiild the road) . That love begets 
love, and hatied hatred; that far too 
much of Ihe latter si'iitiment has been 
oviiiced already, and lei hiui on Saturday 
do what he can to put an end to the mis- 
chief onsuing from the false position of 
hostility to Canada into which certain 
men for selfish ends of their own would, 
if they could, still keep this Province.

Nicw YouK, Sept. (!. — Tlio superin- 
toiideut of the Direct U, fl. cablo_; .says 
tho signals arc passing over the cable 
at a high rate of speed, although tho 
Farrady has notarrivedut tho location 
of the fault on the '22nd. After sail- 
ing from London sho had only three 
days of moderate woatlier, during 
wliiclishe picked up tho cable lt),()OU 
fathoms out. Tho fault was made 
perfect and the final splice will be 
made in a day or two when the line will 
bo ready for business. 

VicKSBuno, Miss., Sept. G. — A "Her- 
ald" extra gives tho following account 
of the disturbance at Clinton. There is 
a law prohibiting the sale of liquor in 
Clinton. A man from Raymond 
brought a bottle with him, and while 
speaking was going on Martin Sevely 
and some friends wont a short dis- 
tance to take a drink'. A negro mar- 
shal for tho occasion forbid them 
drinking. 'L'hia order was not obeyed, 
when the negro attempted to take tho 
bottle out of Sevely's hand when he 
struck tho negro over tho head. Sena- 
tor C'aldwcU, colored, started to set- 
tle tho difficulty and was followed .by 
20 negroes, whom he ordered, bfick; 
but a hundred more came rushing up, 
when some one fired a shot which was 
followed by a general firing and stam- 
jiede. Sevely fired all tho barrels of 
lii.s pistol. The negroes demanded 
his surrender. He surrendered and 
gave up his pistol after which the 
negroes shot him, then brained 
him, robbed him of his clothes 
and cut ofV a finger to get his ring. 
Tho infuriated mob found Charles 
Chilton in Lis yard and shot and kill- 
ed him in tho iiresence of his family. 
1 'rank Thompson, a promising young 
lawyer, was shot from his horse a 
mile from tho scono of tho conflict and 
after falling, tho savages drove knives 
into his body in many places, John 
Ncal was fatally shot. Four negroes 
wore found dead on the field and two 
mortally wounded. Six additional 
negroes were wounded and six were 
found dead near Clinton since. The 
white men of Clintou orgnniaed at 
once ftjr self- protection. Tho train 
from Jaeksi;n on Saturday with rein- 
forcements wuB fired into from the side 
of the road. Obstructions were also 
found on the track; this morning citi- 
zens returned home to Vicksburg leav- 
ing guard. All is now reported quiet 
at Clinton.
